VIGOROUS PROTEST |

MADE BY NICARAGUA'

Representative of Dr. Madriz
Presents Formal Statement

to United States.

WASHINGTON. — Prolest against |

the United States In refusing to ree |
ognire as binding under imternational
law, the order of Dr. Madrix, provi |
slonal president of Nicaragua, declar-
ing Bluefie!ds a closed port, and in
réfusing further to take seriously Mor-
way's recognition of this order, was
made by Corry M. Stadden, counsel
here for the titular government in
Nicaragun,

The statement in part seys:

“King Hsaakon, having recognized
President Madriz as the de jure, ui
well as defacto government of Nlea-
| ragua, ss &il other powers with the
| exception of the United States hav-
ing diplomatic relations with Nica-
| ragua have done, it was eminently

proper lor bim to recognize the de
| cree closing the port of Bluefields

This action was basad upon a formal
protest that vessels flying the Nor-
| wegian flag bad committed hostile
| acts toward a friendly government”

Mr. Btadden's statement concludes
with the observation that “If the state
department will diligently observe in-
| ternational obligations dve to =
| friendly state, the insurrection will
| soon be suppressed, with due care for
the preservation of American lives
| and property."

NORWAY MAKES MISTAKE

CHRISTIANIA, Norway—The for-
elgn office states that the action of the
Norwegian government in regard to
the right of vessels fiylng the Nor-
weglan flag, to enter the port of Biue
fields, declared -under blockads, fol-
lowed the recelpt of & communicétion
from the Nicaraguan government.

MINNEAPOLIS —Citizens of Min.
Desota may not be called upon to pay
laxes next year. At present the treas-
ury of the state Is groaning under
the burdenm of a surplus which has
never been duplleated. On October 1
thers will be nearly $4,000,000 in the
stale treasury,

The ubusuul amount of money In
the stale’s cash box has come about
through the succesuful settlement of
cases which bave petted the com-
monwealth large sums of money, The
largest of these items came from the
settlement of the lumber coses, the
Eross earning tax cises, the Kennedy
luheritance tux eases, and others, Not
only have large sums of money come
into the treasury, but they will result
In constantly sugmenting streams of
gold fu the direction of the state's
coffers, so that Mionesota bids falr to
become u wtate unlque In the history
of taxstion—a state that may find it
not necessary to tax Ita people one
